While other Metro area po- 
litical leaders were lambast- 
ing Gov. John Engler’s ban on 
off-reservation casinos, Mayor 
Beverly McAnally said the 
edict does not impact 
Romulus. 

While McAnally claims that 
morally she remains opposed 
to casinos, “if they (casinos) 
are going to happen in our 
area, I am going to make sure 
that the city gets its fair share 
of the revenues derived from 
them.’’ 

Having anticipated what 
Engler would do in advance, 
McAnally said, she feels that a 
possibility remains that one of 
the newly recognized Native 
American tribes could still set 
up a reservation within the 
city and a casino could be cre- 
ated on it’’ 

McAnally and her Commu- 
nity Development Director 
Jane Downing have already 
talked with representatives of 


such tribes as well as aides of 
former Chrysler Corp. Chair- 
man Lee Iacocco. 

The veteran mayor says she 
sees her role as one who needs 
to remain vigilant and in- 
formed about the changes in 
the Michigan casino picture, so 
that she can act quickly and 
decisively on her city’s behalf. 

Engler created a furor on 
June 27, when he announced 
his “no dice” edict sealing off 
non-reservation Indian casino 
plans in Inkster, Detroit, Pon- 
tiac, Highland Park and “any- 
where else” (including 
Romulus and Detroit Metro 
Airport). 

Detroit Mayor Dennis Ar- 
cher was the first to come out 
swinging against Engler, say- 
ing he was extremely disap- 
pointed with the casino 
rejection statement, citing the 
fact that the heavy majority of 
casinos currently in Michigan 
are in the Upper Peninsula. 

Former Mayor Coleman 
Young charged that Archer 
should have yelled, protested 


and raised hell to get the ca- 
sinos open in Detroit. 

Inkster Mayor Edward Bi- 
vens said he too is ticked off by 
Engler’s actions as it seriously 
impacts the city’s economic 
and employment growth plans. 

Bivens said he considers 
Engler’s actions as self serving 
in that he appears to be 
wooing the Religious Right in 
search of the Republican Vice 
Presidency nomination next 
year. 

But Bivens said Inkster is 
not to be denied and he will 
pursue other avenues in 
search of landing a casino 
there. 

Wayne County Executive 
Edward McNamara, who has 
visions of opening a casino on 
Detroit Metro Airport grounds, 
could not be reached for com- 
ment, but his Deputy Michael 
Duggan expressed the feeling 
that Engler had made a huge 
mistake. 

Meanwhile not everyone 
was upset with Engler’s deci- 
sion. Romulus area pastor 


Brad Lewis said that the fact 
that Engler realizes that ca- 
sinos are no quick fix for any 
community’s economic prob- 
lems impressed him. 

“In addition many of our 
secondary ills become primary 
woes, when casinos open lo- 
cally,” Lewis, pastor of the 
Community United Methodist 
Church, said. 

“The money coming from 
casinos is nice, but it creates 
no lasting product or service 
for a community,” he 
continued. 

Lewis said he was disap- 
pointed with the “whining” 
that came from Archer and 
other casino backers, but also 
realizes that casino forces 
have not been permanently 
stopped here. 

Lewis urged those in au- 
thority to study the economic 
turn-arounds of cities such as 
Cleveland that have occurred 
in recent years without the 
stimulus of casinos or other 
heavily gaming backed efforts. 


Protesters oppose well review committee

Long-term Vickery, Ohio, 
deep well citizen committee 
member Harry Manning vis- 
ited Romulus last Thursday to 
promote a similar review com- 
mittee program here, but met 
an angry group of well protes- 
ters along the way. 

Manning, who was invited 
by Environmental Disposal 
Services representatives, said 
he was not in Romulus to voice 
support for the planned EDS 
environmental deep well pro- 
ject, but to stress the value of 
citizen review committees in 
general. 

But vocal members of the 
Romulus Environmentalists 
Caring About People (RECAP) 
group, declared several times 
during the more than two 
hours session “you have a com- 
mittee in Vickery, because you 
had a deep well first. We don’t 
want a well in the first place.” 

Manning, a retired ceramic 
engineer, has been one of the 
six voting members of the re- 


view committee for over a de- 
cade. The committee was 
formed shortly after a severe 
violation of environmental 
laws was found at the Vickery 
deep well. 

Manning admitted that the 
Waste Management well com- 
pany paid a $30 million settle- 
ment to landowners within a 
five mile radius of the well, af- 
ter the disclosure of the 
violation. 

Manning said he was op- 
posed to the settlement, claim- 
ing he felt the issue should 
have been adjudicated in 
court instead. 

Calling the period before 
the settlement “the bad old 
days,” Manning said “it is al- 
most inconceivable those envi- 
ronmental woes could happen 
today.” 

RECAP leader and city 


mak said, “You can’t tell me 
nothing happened since then 
and that it couldn’t happen 
today!” 

Manning said, “I’m not and I 
don’t plan to.” 

He explained that there is 
now a full time inspector at the 
Vickery well site, but admitted 
that regionally Environmental 
Protection Agency and Depart- 
ment of Natural Resources 
agents are stretched thin. 

Zoning Board of Appeals 
member and council candi- 
date Stanley Kreft complained 
that when the environmental 
inspectors come to a company 
in Michigan, they are stopped 
at the door and told to give 24- 
hours notice of such 
inspections. 

Manning claims that such a 
time delay cannot occur in 


Ohio. 

Some RECAP members 
complained that they didn’t 
learn of last Thursday night’s 
meeting at the Hilton Suites 
until hours before. 

Manning admitted he didn’t 
know until late if he was actu- 
ally coming and had hoped to 
bring a fellow member, Roy 
Gibbs, with him. Gibbs, he 
said, has a different view on 
well injection efforts and he 
felt their sometimes opposing 
views could have stimulated a 
lively discussion in Romulus. 

Manning said he would 
work to have a representative 
group from RECAP attend a 
future Vickery deep well com- 
mittee meeting and even tour 
the well facilities if they wish. 

Among some of the other lo- 
cal officials attending the 
meeting were City Councilman 
Ellis Pennington, ZBA mem- 
ber Junior Block and council 
candidate Mary Collins. 

In addition RECAP member 
R.P. Lilly was on hand to ques- 
tion Manning about past in- 
fractions at the Vickery well 
site.

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Amolsch free on 
murder charge

The charge was first degree 
murder. The prime suspect, a 
39-year old divorced father of 
two teenage children. The key 
witness, a convicted rapist that 
previously served more than 
14 years in prison on criminal 
sexual conduct charges. 

The incriminating evidence 
in the case was based on teeth 
marks on the face of the victim, 
left by the assailant. 

Originally, the suspect in 
the case was believed to be 
Ricky Alan Amolsch of Wayne. 
Amolsch, 39, was arrested and 
charged with first- degree mur- 
der following the discovery of 
Jane Marie Fray's body on the 
floor of her Westland trailer. 
Fray and Amolsch had been 
dating seriously for about six 
months when her bloody body 
was discovered August 23, 
1994. 

Today, however, the man ac- 
cused of his girlfriends brutal 
murder walked out of the 
Frank Murphy Hall of Justice 
a free man. Released from the 
charges and the confines that 
cost him 10 months out of his 
children’s lives, yet never com- 
pletely free from the memo- 
ries of living 300 days of his life 
as an accused murderer. 

“They took over 10 months 
of my life away from me,” said 
Amolsch. “It’s been a night- 
mare you can’t imagine living.” 

Before the arrest Amolsch 
and his two children, of which 
he had custody, lived on the 
4600 block of Chestnut in 
Wayne, As a longtime em- 
ployee of General Motors, 
Amolsch worked at the Pow- 
ertrain Plant in Ypsilanti for 
18 years. The charges cost the 
Wayne native his job and his 
home. 

Ultimately it was a series of 
events that led to the release 
and subsequent dismissal of 
charges. Detroit Recorder’s 
Court Judge M. John Shamo 
says he was particularly dis- 
turbed by the slow pace the 
prosecution and the Westland 
Police Department were tak- 
ing in the case. 

“If they had something 
against this man let’s get it out 
in court and make a move, in- 
stead of letting him sit in jail

for 10 months when a mans life 
is at stake,” said Shamo. 

“I think the prosecution 
ought to wake up,” said Shamo. 
“They haven’t been fair to the 
people or the court. I think a 
gross injustice has been done 
to this gentleman in this case.” 

Shamo read the opinion of 
the independent dental expert 
from Cook County Illinois, the 
dentist said after reviewing 
the evidence with a degree of 
scientific certainty the bite 
marks were caused by the 
teeth of Mr. Walker and not 
those of Mr. Amolsch, respec- 
tively disagreeing with the 
Wayne County Forensic Dental 
Examiner, Alan Warnick. 

The judge therefore granted 
dismissal of murder in the first 
degree charges against 
Amolsch with prejudice. With 
prejudice, said Shamo, would 
mean Amolsch would not face 
charges related to this case 
ever again. 

Amolsch was free. 

Outside the courtroom, 
Amolsch said he felt like the 
judge believed in him. “I’m 
just happy it’s over,” said 
Amolsch. 

“We’re not through in 
court,” said Attorney Richard 
Lustig. 

Amolsch says he has some 
other things to deal with that 
the time in jail has robbed him 
of. “I don’t even know where 
they buried Jane,” said 
Amolsch. “I prayed in jail she 
would help me find who did 
this to her.” Amolsch said he 
wished Jane’s family would 
have been in court. 

“I just want to take some 
flowers to her grave,” said 
Amolsch. 


Case re-opened, key 
witness suspected

Murder itself is a heinous 
crime. 

For Westland resident Jane 
Marie Fray her death was par- 
ticularly brutal. The 39-year- 
old woman was found stabbed 
to death and strangled on her 
bedroom floor in the Westland 
Meadows trailer she called 
home, Aug. 23, 1994. 

According to the Wayne 
County forensic pathologist Dr. 
Carl Schmidt, Fray could have 
been killed three times over 
based on the severity of the 
wounds she suffered in the at- 
tack. Stabbed a total of 22 
times, the fatal injuries in 
eluded knife contact in the 
heart, 10 times in the neck, two 
times to her left temple and 
once behind the ear. Schmidt 
testified Fray was also stran- 
gled and struck in the head. 

Two of the most heinous in- 
juries included a bite mark, 
made by the attacker, and the 
removal of a six inch single 
edge steak knife taken from 
the mouth of the victim. 

After an investigation by the 
Westland Police Department, 
Ricky Alan Amolsch, the vic- 
tim's boyfriend, was charged 
with first-degree murder. For 
the next 10-months Amolsch 
remained imprisoned for a 
crime he said he did not com- 
mit 

The investigation by the 
Westland Police Department 
relied, in part, on the testi- 
mony of the key witness and 
neighbor of the victim, An- 
thony Guy Walker. 

Walker, a convicted rapist 
had previously served more 
than 14 years in prison on 
prior criminal sexual conduct 
charges. Since the August 1994 
murder. Walker was involved 
in another case where he al- 
legedly raped and robbed a fe- 


male neighbor then fled to 
Colorado. 

The bite marks left by the 
assailant were originally 
deemed highly consistent with 
the dentition of Amolsch, said 
Wayne County chief forensic 
dentist Alan Warnick. How- 
ever, the developments in the 
case that led Detroit Re- 
corder’s Court Judge M. John 
Shamo to dismiss the murder 
one charges, again, hinged on 
the expert testimony of a den- 
tist on the bite marks. 

According to an indepen- 
dent dentist from Cook County, 
111., after careful examination 
of the evidence, he deter- 
mined the teeth marks were 
left by Walker and not 
Amolsch, respectfully dis- 
agreeing with Schmidt. There- 
fore, June 29, Judge Shamo 
dismissed first-degree murder 
charges against Amolsch with 
prejudice. 

His attorney, Richard 
Lustig, said he won’t have to 
worry about being charged in 
this case ever again. 

According to the Westland 
Police Department the case 
has been re- opened. 

“Amolsch is no longer the 
focus of the investigation,” 
said Deputy Chief John Reddy. 
The continuing investigation, 
according to police, will focus 
on the man the police initially 
questioned as the key witness, 
Anthony Walker. 

Walker is currently incar- 
cerated, awaiting an Oct. 11 
jury trial for the rape and rob- 
bery of a female neighbor. He 
is being held by a $100,000/10 
percent cash bond until his 
trial before Detroit Recorder's 
Court Judge Massey Jones. 

Only time and further inves- 
tigation of the evidence will 
tell whether or not the right 
man is sitting in jail.

tion would “stack the deck” 
against Environmental Dis- 
posal Services, owners and op 
erators of the planned deep 
well project. 

Nessler said it made no 
sense in naming the pair, since 
both were current city council 
candidates and would have to 
step down from their board 
seats in a few months if 
elected. 

Nessler said naming such 
board members, would give 
EDS additional ammunition in 
its lawsuits against the city. 

Jones asked the council to 
use good judgment and not ap- 
point a ZBA board member, 
who has pre-announced opin 
ions on the injection well is- 
sue. He asked that the ZBA 
appointments not be 
compromised. 

When both hinted such ap- 
pointments bordered on ille- 
gality, Mayor pro tern Mary 
Ann Banks exploded with 
emotion and cried out, “Don’t 
tell us what is legal.

Jones, who also was a candi- 
date for an alternate ZBA seat, 
then withdrew his candidacy 
and immediately left the 
chambers. 


Gear then began to raise the 
name of various ZBA candi 
dates for consideration. 

Both Raspberry and Pen- 
nington offered impassioned 
pleas for Radford’s reappoint- 
ment. citing that while being 
an independent thinker, Radf- 
ord also was a long supporter 
of the administration of Mayor 
Beverly McAnally. 

Radford voted in opposition 
to the official city position, 
when the EDS zoning requests 
were heard earlier this year, 
but both Raspberry and Pen- 
nington said that should not be 
held against him on the reap- 
pointment issue.

So you think you got a 
raw deal last week. Con 
sider Ricky Amolsch. He 
has been an occupant of 
the Wayne County Jail 
for the past 10 months, 
accused of first degree 
murder. 

Last F'riday, Detroit Recorder’s Court Judge John 
Shamo cut him loose and dismissed all charges 
against the man accused of brutally murdering his 
girlfriend. Jane Marie Fray, in their Westland Mead- 
ows mobile home. 

Meanwhile, Fray’s next-door neighbor. Anthony 
Guy Walker, a convicted rapist who spent 14 years in 
prison on previous criminal sexuai conduct charges, 
was being heralded as the prosecution’s star witness 

The star witness, however, did not appear, at least 
to many of us, as the kind of guy who could be cred- 
itable. In fact. Walker had been accused of raping and 
robbing another neighbor a few months after Fray's 
death, and as a result, fled to Colorado. 

So why did Westland police believe the story of a 
convicted rapist and thief Walker? Even Judge Shamo 
would like to know. 

“If they had something against this man. let’s get it 
out in court and make a move, instead of letting him 
sit in jail for 10 months when a man’s life is at stake.” 
said Shamo. 

One of the real heroes was Rod Hansen. A veteran 
reporter for talk radio WJR. Hansen never wavered 
from his opinion that Amolsch was innocent. He con- 
cluded this after spending months talking with 
Amolsch. his family and neighbors. Despite great 
pressure from the Westland police and prosecutors. 
Hansen stuck to his opinion and used his radio sta- 
tion and anyone else who would listen as forums to 
get Amolsch’s story out. 

And the goats — I hate to agree, but Judge Shamo 
and reporter Hansen are right. The Westland police 
blew this investigation and the Wayne County Prose- 
cutor’s office went along with it. You can’t argue with 
Westland’s effort to put killers behind bars. We all 
agree we want our police to be aggressive in this re- 
gard. However. Amolsch’s guilt was not clear cut and 
more attention should have been paid to the star wit- 
ness’s possible involvement. 

Amolsch will have a difficult time picking up the 
pieces. His job at GM Powertrain has been lost. His 
two kids have been taken away. But, at least, for now' 
he can savor his freedom and feel comfortable that a 
lifetime in jail will not be part of his agenda. 

Youth facility is priority 

A battle over youth facility funds is threatening the 
establishment of an academy/charter school for “at 
risk” youth at the K.I. Sawyer Air Force Base in the 
Upper Peninsula. 

The project, which was launched by the Downriver 
Community Conference and Downriver Mutual Aid. 
also has been under consideration by the 18-member 
Conference of Western Wayne. 

The youth facility was scheduled to be opened at 
the former base after its closing in September, but the 
expected funding for it - some $2 million from the 01- 
mill tax levied in 1988 - have been tied up by Wayne 
County officials for a new' youth home in downtown 
Detroit to house pre-trial offenders. 

Whatever the outcome is over this battle for youth 
facility funds, the county taxpayers are anxious to see 
their tax dollars put to the use that they were intend 
ed. After some seven years of dodging the original 
purpose of the tax - earmarked for the construction of 
a new youth facility - it is time that the county finance 
a youth facility in Wayne County or establish an acad 
emy out of the county. 

The taxes are continuing to be collected, and the 
taxpayers’ patience has been far overextended.

His foundation for acting 
was built in Westland. Now af- 
ter several years of success on 
and off Broadway actor Daniel 
Cooney has decided to return 
home and give something back 
to the communities he grew up 
in. 

Cooney and his friend, Mic- 
hael Sawaya, have created 
JumpstartThe Arts, a new pro- 
gram to give area youths a 
hands-on acting experience 
with professional Broadway 
stars. 

“The program enables high 
school kids to perform with 
Broadway actors and local 
professionals,” said Cooney. 
“After they receive a couple 
weeks of training, we put on a 
performance for area 
residents. 

“The first one we’re starting 
with this month is Jesus Christ 
Superstar which will be pre- 
sented at the Louis E. Schmidt 
auditorium in Livonia July 20 
through July 30.” 

The idea for Jumpstart 
came about from a similar pro- 
gram Cooney was asked to be 
involved in while he was tour- 
ing with the Fiddler on the Roof 
show. 

“I was brought into a pro- 
gram similar to what I’m doing 
now,” said Cooney. “They 
brought me in as a Broadway 
actor to work with the kids. 
They were just great. I started 
thinking about my hometown 
and how wonderful this pro- 
gram would be in the area I 
grew up in so I decided to cre- 
ate one this summer. 

“I always wanted to produce 
a show here.” 

Cooney’s list of credits on 
stage are endless. He has 
toured in Europe with Hair, 
portrayed Tonv in Art Park’s 
West Side Story, was Frederic 
in The Pirates of Penzance and 
portrayed the roles of Jesus 
and Judas in Jesus Christ 
Superstar. 

Cooney said Jumpstart The 
Arts targets 14-to-18-years- 
olds. He and his partner in 
crime, Sawaya, auditioned ap- 
proximately 125 young adults 
for the Jesus production. 

“We were able to cast six 
students from John Glenn 
High School, but we also in- 
volved at least 18 other high 
schools from throughout the 
state,” said Sawaya who is also 
the producer of this produc- 
tion and a Wayne County dep- 
uty sheriff. “For the main role 
of Mary Magdalene we were 
able to select Amy Law, a 
Plymouth/Canton High School 
student. She is very talented, 
and I’m sure audiences who 
see this performance will 
agree.” 

Cooney said he was impres- 
sed with the amount of talent 
he witnessed during auditions. 

“It was unbelievable,” said 
Cooney. “To see this much tal- 
ent that is untapped is incredi- 


ble. These kids have so much 
energy. It’s really sad that 
some schools don’t even have a 
performing arts department. 
That’s why I wanted to bring 
this program here and intro- 
duce these kids to some of 
New York’s best teachers.

Will it be sweet? 

Ex-Robichaud star returns ‘home’ 
as Romulus’ next grid coach 


Who will 
replace 
Rockets’ 
Hoenes? 


While retired Westland 
John Glenn baseball coach 
Norm Hoenes is hooking 
bait in hopes of nabbing his

He 
never, however, captured 
the coveted “big one” - the 
state title. 

“We will have a rough 
time replacing Norm,” said 
Downs who was quick to

point out that it is school 
district and union policy to 
post the position as soon as 
it becomes available. 

“Obviously, we would like 
a teacher who is in the 
school district, but if we do 
not find someone, then we 
would go outside.” 

Downs said that as soon 
as a list of prospective can- 
didates is compiled she 
would began interviews, 
and after the process make 
her recommendations to the 
school board. 

One of the top candidates 
to replace Hoenes is his as- 
sistant coach Todd Duffield, 
who knows the system and 
has been associated with 
the Rockets for the past sev- 
eral years. 

Hoenes’ staff also in- 


cluded Jake Henry and 
Brian Stephenson, but they 
have not expressed interest 
in the top job at this time. 

Downs stressed that, dur- 
ing Hoenes’ tenure as head 
coach, the Rockets have tra- 
ditionally fielded outstand- 
ing and competitive varsity 
baseball teams. She said 
she is confident that the 
next coach will do likewise. 

“The next coach will have 
a tough act to follow,” she 
added. “Our baseball pro- 
gram, thanks to Norm and 
his staffs efforts, has been 
second to none. We hope to 
find someone to perpetuate 
that tradition.”

For the first time in more 
than three decades Inkster 
High School did not field a var- 
sity baseball team. 

The Vikings' women's track 
& field team, the defending 
Class B state champs, had less 
than a dozen members. The Vi- 
kings also lost its blue chip 
athlete, 16-year-old Charnell 
Lynn, the defending state 
champ in the sprints, to neigh- 
boring Willow Run High 
School. 

Inkster’s outstanding bas- 
ketball team, led by All-Ameri- 
can 6-6 forward Albert White, 
didn’t make it out of the dis- 
trict playoffs because half of 
the players were ruled aca- 
demically ineligible. 

Wrestling. Cross country. 
Tennis are all in jeopardy. 

The future of sports at the 
high school is in jeopardy be- 
cause, parents say, of new aca- 
demic standards adopted last 
January by the Inkster Board 
of Education. 

The new rule stipulates that 
an athlete who wishes to com- 
pete in varsity competition 
must “pass all of their subjects 
with a 2.0 or “C” average.” 

The standards are higher 
than those established by the 
Michigan High School Athletic 
Association, the august body 
that governs high school sports 
in the state. 

The MHSAA rule stipulates 
that a student-athlete must 
past four of his (or her) sub- 
jects taken during the previous

semester in order to be eligi 
ble to compete in sports. 

The more stringent Inkster 
standards costs the Vikings a 
shot at the Class B district 
playoffs and apparently fright- 
ened some of the better ath 
letes to seek admission at 
neighboring high schools that 
abide by the MHSAA rules. 

The Inkster High varsity 
basketball team was ruled in- 
eligible and it lost a chance to 
play for the district title and 
eventually cost longtime athle- 
tic director George Thompson 
Jr. his AD’s job.

Economy, economy, econ- 
omy. If you say it a lot really 
loud people will begin to be- 
lieve that it is a swear word. 
Economy is not a bad thing in a 
car, I want to get as far as I can 
on a tank of gas. Where econ- 
omy is pushed to its threshold 
is when it is used in the quality 
of a car. 

Thus, I begin my review of 
the Nissan Sentra GXE. This 
car can be described as eco- 
nomical on fuel. It has an EPA 
rating of 28 miles per gallon in 
the city and 37 miles per gallon 
on the highway.

So, why no trickle 
down innovations into the 
Sentra?

I 
began to second guess myself 
until a little girl on her tricycle 
took off from the stop sign fas- 
ter than I did. 

I did find two things that did 
impress me about this little 
econo-box; the air condition- 
ing was so good that it proba- 
bly could have frosted my face. 
The second thing was the fuel 
economy, even with the auto- 
matic transmission.

Nissan, I am sorry for slam- 
ming your car, but the competi 
tion is too strong in the econo- 
box race. At one time I remem- 
ber one of the big automotive 
magazines voted the Nissan to 
its to ten list. Simply amazing 
when you think of my review 
now. I am not questioning the 
reliability of the car, merely 
the amount of time and effort 
that went into designing what 
should have been an easy 
victory. 

Maybe I am all wrong, 
maybe the Sentra is exactly 
what it used to be a few years 
ago. Maybe the American com- 
petition has made great stides. 
Maybe that is the problem.
